into the case. I found that there was 
an apparent discrepancy of $898 in 
account, but that the officials were 
not yet through checking the ac- 
counts and 'were in doubt as to 
whether the shortage would stand or 


not. 
I found, also, that the railroad 


company did not want Gerberding ar- 
rested, but the bonding company had 
insisted that it be done. Gerberding 
was taken, (before Justice Jenney and 
committed to jail Saturday morning 
at 10 o'clock, and at 3 o'ciock in the 
Afternoon I bailed him out upon my 
own recognizance, signing the bond 
for $1,000. 


"Gerberding insists that he ds in- 


nocent and my own investigation of 
the case determined me to employ 
able counsel and we will fight the 
case to the end. The fact may be 
that a shortage will appear, but I am 
confident if it does it will be due to 
error aiid not embezzlement* 
The 


error may have easily resulted from 
the confusing system used by the 
Chicago and Great Western company 
in rebating its shippers backward 
and forward. MCr. Gerberding will 
remain in Kansas City and face his 
accusers, confident of acquittal. The 
preliminary^ hearing was to have 
come up tomorrow, but it has been 
postponed until the attorneys which 
I have retained can look into the ease 
thoroughly."

ENGAGEMENT. 


General Alban Killed at the First 


Pire—Government Crew Fought 


Most Gallantly. 


New York, Jan. 29,—The steam- 


ship Finance, which has arrived f ram 
Colon, brought as a passenger Com- 
mandant Louis Bourgeois, o£ the 
geodetic service cf the French army, 
who witnessed the naval engagement 
in the harbor of Panama on Jan. 13* 
Commandant Bourgeois watched the 
battle from the warehouse roof. The 


i jraaina opened with every gun and 
circled around the Lautaro. General 
Alban, on the Lautaro, was killed on 
the first discharge of the Fadilla's 
guns. Commandant Bourgeois said 
he could see the men on the decks of 
both ships plainly, and while the Pa- 
dilla seemed to be crowded with men, 
the government 
ship was short- 


handed. 
The Padilla 
was firing 


every gun while the other ship, be- 
ing short-handed, was only able to 
respond with her fore and aft gat- 
ling guns. The Lautaro received a 
terrible 
fire.

around and around her, raking her 
fore and aft until the gunboat was ft 
dismantled hulk. The men on the 
government boat fought nobly, but 
the odds against them were too 
great. Even while the flames were 
raging the soldiers on the Lautaro 
kept firing their guns 
until they 


i were forced to jump overboard. Two 
1 hours after the fight began the Laut- 
aro sank and her boilers blew up with 
a great roar. 


According to Bourgeois the crew of 


the liberal gunboat made no attempt 
to rescue the crew of the other ship, 
who were vainly attempting to swim 
in the harbor, and whose cries for 
help could be heard on shore.

The old Fort Wayne 
and Lima 


plank road, extending nortward from 
this city, was a popular 
route of 


travel long )»fore the advent of 
railroads into Jort Wayne, A rem- 
iniscent writer in the Kendallville 
Sun thus alludes to -the famous pio- 
neer highway: 


"Among the early and important 


improvements in the county was the 
construction of the Fort Wayne and 
Lima plank road. Its was built by a 
stock company composed principally 
of Fort Wayne capitalists, whose 
chief purpose was to increase 
the 


business interests of their city by 
improving the facility 
of farmers 


and others to reach that wideawake 
and enterprising place. The con- 
struction of the road began in about 
1847 and was finished one or two 
years later. Its course was along or 
near the old Fort Wayne and Lima 
road from Fort Wayne to Xendallville 
and from there on ?ras built east of 
that road on to Brushy -Prairie and 
Union Mills, now Mongo. 


"A large part of the plank for the 


construction of the road was manu- 
factured at a sawmill in this city 
and which was built with this partic- 
ular purpose in view, but, of course, 
did much other work. Some of the 
plank was manufactured 
at Swan, 


arid another mill about midway be- 
tween Swan and Fort Wayne also 
contributed material. The road was 
never a paying affair for the stock- 
holders, but it did much in develop- 
ing and improving Fort Wayne and 
the country lying north of it for a 
distance of fifty miles. It afforded 
a means of reaching Fort Wayne, a 
first-class market at all seasons of 
the year. 
Toll gates were located 


along the road every eight or ten 
miles, where a small -fee was exacted 
of all who rode or drove teams or 
stock of any kind over it. The most 
of the people were pleased with the 
road, as it was a great improvement 
over the old mud roads which they 
had been obliged to travel over prior 
to this time. Of course, there were 
some persons who were not particu- 
larly fond of paying for the privilege 
of using the road and they often 
made trouble with the gate keepers, 
refusing to pay, 
running through 


the gates when they could, and in 
many instances pulled up the gates 
at night when the keepers were 
asleep. The trouble and expense of 
keeping the road in repair in time 
became quite c task, and often when 
the planks became worn and rotten 
they would break and the road would 
be rough and full of holes."

The time for pronouncing sentence 


upon Charles Dunn for the murder 
of Alice Cothrell has been postponed 
until the first day of the February 
term of the circuit court. 


At the time of the finding of the 


verdict declaring Dunn, guilty of the 
little Cothrell girl's murder, today, 
Jan. 25th, being the last day of the 
term, was set as the day for pro- 
nouncing judgment according to the 
verdict and hearing whatever mo- 
tions might be offered by counsel for 
•the defense, the (motion for a new 
trial ftavdng been 
overruled. Ac- 


cording, on Saturday promptly 
at 


9:30 the prisoner was brought into 
court, the attorneys having previous- 
ly been notified that the disposition 
of .the case would be made at that 
[hour. There was no secrecy about 
the matter whatever, but the fact 
that the aged man was to be arraign- 
ed at that hour was not much noised 
about, because there was no desire 
to have a .morbid crowd present to 
witness the proceedings. 


PRISONER LOOKS WELL. 


As Dunn entered1 the room he look- 


ed about him, nodded pleasantly to 
a few 'chance acquaintances and the 
several attorneys, and then took a 
seat facing the judge, clasped his 
•hands on his lap and immediately 
lapsed into a stoical state of appar- 
ent indifference, as has been his 
(habit all through the proceedings. 
Prison .life and fare continues 
to 


agree wita, him and; the lines on his 
cheeks are less drawn, a 'healthy 
color marks his features, his eye is 
bright, his carriage steady and to a 
stranger he would have been one 
of the last men in the room to have 
been selected as the prisoner to be 
sentenced. As soon, as the faint stir 
caused by hia entrance had subsided 
Samuel L. Morris, his counsel, ad- 
dressed the court and moved that the 
pronouncement of judgment be de- 
ferred •until Monday, Feb. 3d, the 
same being the first day of the Feb- 
ruary term. He stated tbat the evi- 
dence was very voluminous and when 
completed 
would consist of over 


1,600 pages of typewritten, matter; 
of this over 450 pages still remains 
to be transcribed, although the sten- 
ographer, Mr. Underwood, had been 
untiring in his labors in an effort to 
get the work completed. 


Counsel set out further that the 


]aw was arbitrary on one point and 
that was that the bill of exceptions 
must be prepared within sixty days 
and no more after judgment is pro- 
nounced, and that it would.b& an 
arduous job to complete the tran- 
scription, submit it to the judge and 
take it into complete consideration 
for the purpose of making up the 
bill of exceptions. He deemed it ab- 
solutely necessary in the interests of 
ihis client, whose liberty for life was 
involved, to have a little 
further 


time, and inasmuch as it could not 
be extended after sentence was pro- 
nounced, he thought it a matter of 
justice only to postpone the hour of 
pronouncing sentence.

Texas, 
m!ore specifically declaring it to be 
the duty of every -democratic repre- 
sentative to adhere to the national 
democratic platform until another 
democratic convention adopts a new 
platform. 


The Indiana members took 
the 


position that it was entirely out 
rof 


olace for' the caucus either to com- 
ment upon past party platf oirms or to 
attempt to make a new one, inasmuch 
as whatever it might decide upon 
would have no binding effect and 
would only emphasize existing differ- 
ences of opinion. Congressman EUers 
voiced the sentiment of the Indiana 
delegation to this effect. 


The caucus was the outgrowth, of 


animated discussion! among demo- 
cratic members ever since the present 
session of congress began, the chief 
issue being as to the extent to which 
the Kansas City platform should be 
reaffirmed or should be superseded 
by a new declaration of policy. The 
plan of an entirely new declaration 
tcok form early in the session in 
resolutions by Representative Mc- 
Clelland, of New York, setting forth 
numerous planks, but omitting the 
financial declarations of the Kansas 
City platform. 


PLAIT OF FITZGERALD. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, of Hew York, also 


proposed 
a resolution 
declaring 


against any interference with the 
existing standard of values. On the 
other hand, Representative Ball, of 
Texas, proposed a specific reaffinna- 
tion o'f the Kansas City platform. 
These and several other resolutions 
of policy were referred to a special 
committee of twelve leading demo- 
cratic members, headed by Repre- 
sentative Richardson, of Tennessee, 
the democratic floor leader. It was 
to receive the rep'or.t of this commit- 
tee that the caucus of last night was 
held. 


ATTENDANCE WAS LARGE. 
The interest taken was shown in 


the large attendance, 139 democrats 
out of the total of 153 being present. 
Erepresentative Hay, of Virginia, oc- 
cupied the chair and by his rulings 
endeavored 
to allay 
the friction 


which has occurred at times during 
the discussions, 
Mr. 'Richardson 


presented the majority report, con- 
curred in by all of the members of 
the special committee except Mr. 
Henry. It i-ecited^tbe work of the 
committee and closed with the fol- 
lowing recommendation: 


"We are of opinion that as the rep- 


resentatives of our various con- 
stituencies and as members of the 
caucus made up of such representa- 
tives, we have no power or author- 
ity to construct or promulgate a plat- 
form of principles for our party; 
that we cannot increase or minimize 
the binding effect of platforms of the 
party heretofore regularly made and 
adopted by the people in convention 
assembled for that purpose. 


"That in the house of which TOO are 


members we should vigorously and 
aggressively battle for democratic 
principles and with equal vigor and 
aggressiveness 
we should oppose 


everything contrary, in substance or 
method, to those 
principles, 
and 


should meet each question as it arises 
with a full conference and a solid 
and undivided front." 


The minority report of Mr. Henry, 


of Texas, proposed the following de 
claration. in place of the McClellan 
and Fitzgerald resolutions heretofore 
referred to: 


"It is not within the province of a 


democratic caucus to promulgate 01 
reverse a democratic platform, but i 
is the duty of every democratic rep 
resentative to adhero to the nationa 
democratic platform until the sue 


caucus action should govern every 
representative when the same accord- 
ed with the declarations of the last 
national platform. 
ADOPTED WITHOUT DISSENT. 
The vote "was taken first on Mr. 


Henry's minority propositions and 
they were defeated by a vote of 17 
to 92. The majority declaration was 
then adopted without dissent.

COLD WAVE STRIKES SOUTH 


HARD DROP OF TEMPERATURE 


IN SEVERAL STATES. 


Chicago, Jan. 27.—Chicago is strug- 


gling under the biting blasts of a 
cold wave that arrived last night, 
the offshoot of the blizzard that has 
been raging in the northwest. 
In 


the last twenty-four hours the tem- 
perature has fallen 46 degrees, hav- 
ing touched 8 degrees below zero at 
dawn. At noon the temperature "had 
risen 6 degrees, but it is predicted 
that nightfall will send it to 10 be- 
low.

All the northwest is suffering from 


the extremely cold weather, which 
covers all the upper lake region and 
tho region of the Mississippi valley 
with zero temperature. In the -far 
northwestern states the range of tem- 
perature is from 10 to 24 degrees be- 
low zero. Traffic has been generally 
impeded and trains are reported late 
on all roads. 


At La Crosse, Wis., the temperature 


today registered 12 below. At Sioux 
City, Iowa, the temperature is 20 be- 
low, and the average throughout that 
state today is 18 below. 


At St. Paul tihe official figure is 16 


below. 
At Baldwin, Wis,, a fierce 


gale is piling the falling snow into 
huge drifts and the mercury is hov- 
ering in the vicinity of 30 "below. 


The blizzard is also felt in the

ered. A railroad company may law- 
fully refuse to continue in its em- 
ploy a person who has been, engaged 
in a strike affecting its interests, or 
who has shown himself to be negli- 
gent, Incompetent, inefficient or dis- 
honest."

stones and clubs. ^A whitecap card 
signed "Vigilance- Committee" was 
pushed under the door, with threats 
that both immune and patient would 
be hang-ed if the latter did not at 
once leave the town. 


Murphy raised one of the shotgun^ 


and began firing into the mob.

cer John Poole, who had just arrived 
to quell the riot, was hit in the legs 
by birdshot. The shot was not in- 


-. -tended for the officer, his presence be- 


ing unknown to the occupants of tie 
house.

Why that desperate strug- 
gle, in which 125,000 Frenchmen 
grappled with 100,000 Russians, and 
32,000 dead Frenchmen and 52,000 
dead Russians were left on the field? 
It was because the fate of Moscow, 
the sacred city of Russia, was decid- 
ed 
there—decided 
seventy 
miles 


away. And let me tell you, people 
of the thirties, you are now at the 
Borodino, whence will resound 
its 


successes or its 
mortal 
disasters 


clear on into the seventies, if you 
live to the three-score and ten of the 
text. 


Next, I accost the forties. Yours 


is the decade of discovery. I do not 
mean the discovery of the outside, 
but the discovery of yourself. 
No 


man knows himself until he is forty. 
He overestimates or underestimates 
himself. By that time he has leam- 


in the fifties. A man's hair begins 
to whiten, and although he may have 
worn spectaoles before, now he asks 
the optician for No. 14 or Uo. 12 or 
No. 10. When he gets a cough and 
is almost cured he hacks and clears 
his throat a good while afterward. 
Oh, ye who are in the fifties, think of 
it. A half century of blessing to be 
thankful for, and -a half century sub- 
tracted from an existence which, in 
the most -marked cases of longevity, 
hardly «ver reaches a wnole century. 
By this time you ought to be eminent 
for piety. You have been in so many 
battles you ought to be a brave sol- 
dier. You have made so many voy- 
ages you ought to be a good sailor. 
So long protected and blessed you 
ought to have a soul full of doxology. 
In Bible times in Canaan every fifty 
years was by God's command a year 
of jubilee. The people did not work 
that year. If property had, by mis- 
fortune, gone out of one's possession, 
on the fiftieth year it came back to 
him. If he had fooled it away it was 
returned without a farthing to pay. 
If a man had been enslaved he was, 
in that year, emancipated. A trum- 
pet was sounded loud and clear and 
long, and it was the trumpet of jubi- 
lee. They shook hands, they laughed, 
they congratulated. What a time it 
was. that fiftieth year! And if under 
the old dispensation it was such a 
glad time, nnder our new and more 
glorious dispensation 
let all who 


have come to the fifties hear the 
trumpet of jubilee that I now blow. 
That was the illusion made by Mr. 
Toplady, 
the 
great 
hymnologist, 


when he wrote: 
Blow ye the trumpet, blow

THE DAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN 


CONGRESS. 


Washington, Jan. 271.—Soon, after 


the senate convened "today Mr. Lodge, 
chairman of the Philippine commit- 
tee, favorably reported a resolution 
authorizing the committee to make 
an investigation of the Philippine 
question and for that purpose, to sit 
during the sessions of the senate. 
The resolution was referred to the 
committee on contingent expenses. 


Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, pre- 


sented the credentials of James B. 
McCreary, recently elected a senator 
from Kentucky for a term of six 
years, beginning: on March 4, 1903. 
They were placed on file. 


Mr. Hanna, of OMo, likewise pre- 


sented the credentials 
xof his col- 


league, Joseph Benson Foraker, who 
•was re-elected recently to .the senate 
for a term, of six years, beginning 
March 4, 1903. They were read and 
filed. 


GEN. WHE'ATON CRITICIZED. 
Mr. Dubois, of Idaho, rising- to a 


question of personal privilege, di- 
rected attention, to an Associated 
Press dispatch from Manila quoting 
General Wheaton as criticizing some 
remarks of <Dr. Schunnan in a speech 
at Boston and that the opinion was 
prevalent in the Philippines that men 
were sent to prison in Manila for say- 
ing less. 


"I think," said Mr. Dubois, "that 


in. view of the statements in -this dis- 
- patch the president ought to repri- 


mand General Wheaton and those of- 
ficers in the Philippines who are crit- 
icising the senate for its action, or 
statements regarding! the Philip- 
pines. 


"I don't know who General Wheat- 


on is, but he probably is some char- 
ity boy appointed to West Point by 
a senator or representative aud since 
• 


supported by the government. Such 
remarks as he is quoted as having 
made are, however, outrageous .and 
indecent." 


Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, sug- 


gested that it would be wise to as- 
certain before General Wheaton was 
reprimanded whether he actually 
made the statement 
attributed to 


him. 
General Wheaton, he said, was 


an officer of ability and character, 
and no hasty action ought to be taken 
in such a case. 


Mr. Teller—"I don't thiuk there's 


any doubt that General Wheaton said 
what is attributed to him." 


Mr. Lodge—"There may "be a great 


deal of doubt of it." 


Mr. Teller, continuing1, said such a 


situation as had arisen was one of 
the blessings 
growing out of the 


conditions in the Philippines. A pad- 
lock, he asserted, was to be placed 
upon the mouth of every man, con- 
gressman or private citizen, and all 
criticism of the 
admiui strati on's 


Philippine policy was to be silenced. 
He referred to the criticism of sena- 
tors who had antagonized the admin- 
istration's policy in the Philippines, 
declaring they had been charged even 
with treason. 


"I suppose," he said, "that no sen- 


ator after awhile will be able to read 
on this floor the declaration of inde- 
pendence without subjecting- himself 
to a charge of inciting treason." 


He said -that if Prof. Scnurman's 


speech was published in the Philip- 
pines it was known there that he pro- 
posed that the Filipinos ultimately 
should have their independence. 


"Anybody," ho asserted, "who will 


criticise the utterances in that speech 
would criticise (the declaration of in- 
dependence, if he dared to do so."- 


Mr. Lodge said Mr. Teller's state- 


ment concerning the declaration of 
independence was "rflly." 
What 


President Schunnau. said in Boston- 
did not, in his opinion, concern the 
senate. The only point was whether 
•a general in the United States army 
had criticised the senate. It did not 
appear from the dispatches that Gen- 
eral Wheaton had referred to the sen- 
ate at all. He had a perfect right to 
comment upon Prof. Schurman's ut- 
terances if he wished 'to. 
It would 


be a most unusual proceeding to as- 
sume thatGeneralWheaton was guilty 
of any indiscretion until he had been 
heard from. 


In response to inquiries 'by Mr. 


Eawlins, of Utah, Mr. Lodge said 
he did not know whether newspaper 
dispatches sent from 'Manila were 
censored or not and he did not know 
whether the war department had or 
had not taken steps to as-certain 
whether General Wheaton. had made 
ithe statements attributed to him. 


Mr. Carmaclr, of Tennessee, ques- 


tioned the right of any officer of the 
United States army -to criticise either 


the actions or the utterances of any 
private citizen. 


TARIFF BILL TAKEN UP. 


When the Philippine tariff hill was 


taken up Mr. Rawlins questioned Mr. 
Lodge about acts of the Philippine 
commission, which were designed to 
prevent the discussion of Philippine 
independence in the islands. 


Mr. Lodge said such acts were pass- 


ed, but they were for the purpose of 
suppressing the insurrection; that it 
was desirable that peace should be 
established before independence of 
the islands and other questions be 
discussed. 


Mr. Rawlins said the acts of the 


commission were a suppression of 
free speech in the Philippines. 


Mr. Lodge said that the act related 


wholly to armed insurrection in the 
islands, 


Mr. Dubois, reverting to the Wheat- 


on incident said he objected to array 
officers criticising the senate or the 
minority of the Philippine committee 
and saying that their action -was en- 
couraging the Filipinos. 
He said 


that the army 
officers naturally 


wanted the war to continue. They 
were the people v/ho thrived upon it. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, Jan. 27.—The house 


chaplain in his invocation today re- 
ferred feelingly to the death of the 
wife of Representative Davis, of 
Florida, which occurred last night. 


MT. Foss, of Illinois, chairman of 


the committee on naval affairs, re-' 
ported back favorably the resolution 
of Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, call- 
ing upon the secretary of the navy for 
all reports, papers and documents 
relative to the discontinuance of the 
receiving- ship Vermont, and it was 
adopted. This being District of Co- 
lumbia day, the'house then proceeded 
to the consideration of district busi- 
ness.

The District of Columbia was soon 


disposed of and the house then, took 
,up the consideration of che hills on 
the calendar under a call of commit- 
tees.

The trial in the order, however, 


was of a different 
character. 
For 


twelve yeai-s Hinsey was the head of 
the endowment rank and resigned a 
year ago. 


The supreme lodge, in session at 


the Lexington 'hotel last July, an- 
nounced that a shortage of $500,000 
had been found, that the loss had 
endangered the existence of the ds- 
partment of which he was head, and 
sixty-three charges including em- 
bezzlement, submitting false reports 
and misconduct and mismanagement 
of the insurance 
department were 


made. 


Five past chancellors 
of Inter- 


domain lodge, McCormick, Wright, 
Davis, Phillips and Godding, -were 
appointed to try Hinsey and they 
began the hearing of evidence last 
September. At the twenty-third ses- 
sion just concluded ths verdict of ac- 
quittal was rendered. 


The evidence which the Defense 


produced was to the effect that" $500,- 
000 had been loaned on good security 
and since paid back to the treasury. 
In another paragraph Hinsey was j 
charged with appropriating to 
his 


own use $1,726 while he was secre- 
tary of a Milwaukee lodge in 1893, 
and this charge also was disproved.

DENIES STORIES OF REVOLT IN 


PHILIPPINES. 


REPORTS ARE EXAGGERATED 


GOVERNOR GENERAL RELATES 


CONDITIONS. 


NO 
CONCENTRATION 
CAMPS 


WO OBJECTION MADE TO THE 


PARISH SCHOOLS. 


Chicago, Jan. 
27.—William H. 


Taft, civil governor of the Philip- 
pine islands, arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday ftftemoi n froiu San Francisco. 
He was met at ;he £«pot by President 
E. M Fehcn, of the Cihcago and Al- 
ton railroad, and went at once to Mr. 
Felton's residence, where he spent 
the day. 


"The only answer I have to make 


to the ideas of individual observers, 
•who deciato thht the true condition 
in the Philippines is being concealed 
or that we are hugging delusion of 
peace that can never be brought 
about, is that the government is con- 
cealing Z'Olh'ng and that its conclu- 
sions ars not based on wild theories, 
but 011 substantial facts." 


This ^7as the reply Governor Taft 


made to r- statement published by 
Stephen Bonsai declaring'that des- 
perate opposition -was still encounter- 
ed in the field and that th<s natives 
ar6 irreconcilable and better organ- 
ized than before the capture of Agui- 
naldo. 


Govern-ir Taft sfiid that, although 


there was a time when, for military 
reasons, it had not been advisable to 
make public everything occurring in 
th« Philippines, the necessity for 
such secrecy is over and that no ef- 
fort is now .being made t j conceal any 
part of the truth from the people of 
•this country. 


"As a matter of fact," he added, 


"the einbers oi distrust are bail g 
kept alive hy spr>sa";ianalis:s who 
seize on every peftT point and seek 
to twist it into some horrible bar- 
barity of'our government in the is- 
lands. 
Take, for instance, the talk 


about 
concentration camps. 
Al- 


though I am not sufficiently well ac- 
quainted with the full military plans 
to speak with absolute authority, I 
can say that the whole subject 1 
much, misunderstood by oar people. 


"A3 a'matter of fact, there has 


never been any thought of establish- 
ing 'concentration camps' in the or- 
dinary acceptation of rAe term. All 
that -has been proposed is an insurg- 
ent cordon, the establishment of a 
dead line into which will gradually 
be drawn, the remnants of insurrec- 
tion that exist. 


"The noncombatants on the islands 


nave never, even at the hardeaz per- 
iod of the war, received anything but 
the utmost kindness and considera- 
tion at our hands, and it is hardly 
probable that this policy will be re- 
versed now that the opposition is 
fast drawing to a close." 


The governor believes that the only 


existing opposition to the authority 
of the United States is being foment- 
ed by the men who form the Hong- 
Kong junta, most of whom formerly 
were residents of 
the rich coffee- 


growing province of Batangas. 


"It is in this province," he went ou, 


"that we are now meeting with, our 
only difficulty. 
My statements con- 


cerning the doss -of {In rebellion are 
not 'optimistic' in the sense that they 
are overdrawn. They are based on 
nothing but plain facts. 


"The TittJves are rapidly develop- 


ing an affect;rn for our 'Institutions, 
and a largt; number of former insur- 
gents have become valuable mem- 
bers of the community, fully worthy 
of any trust that may be reposed in 
them. The coming elections will de- 
velop the real -progress in this direc- 
tion and I am certain that -the result 
will be gratifying". 


"The restrictions placed on the 


privileges of the ballot are princi- 
pally of an educational character, a 
fact that will, of course, cut out num- 
bers of Filipinos. But thir, is a con- 
dition that will be bettered rapidly. 
The progress of education is satisfac- 
tory and our policy in tins direction 
is liberal. 


"No obstacle of any character is 


put in the way ot the ij.i.rif>'i schools, 
indeed, it is BOW generally under- 
stood throughout the islands thai the 
government will eagerly Tyelccmc the 
establishment of additional institu- 
tions of this character, as long as 
they 
conform 
to thv educaticn.il 


standard demanded in our puolic 
schools and instruct pupils in the En- 
glish language. It is utterly imma- 
terial to us what the character of the 
school is. All factors that will aid 
in the work of education 
are wel- 


comed." 


Governor 
Taft rsfusus to discuss 


the future of Aguinaldo. Ho Siiys 
that the deposed leader's fate is in 
the hands of the iiiiHtary branch of 
the service entiraly, and 
that the 


civil arm has the responsibility of 
neither his custody nor his behavior. 


Governor Taft left at 0 o'clock last 


night over the Pennsylvania road 
for Cincinnati. It was his intention 
to hurry to Washington on Tuwday, 


but the death of Mrs. Herron CAu 
him to alter his plans, and it will 
be several* days before he reaches the 
capital.

The Frederick Fry will case, after 


a well contested trial, went to the 
jury last Wednesday afternoon and 
at 11 o'clock Wednesday evening a 
verdict 
was 
reached. 
Thursday 


morning at 10 o'clock the verdict was 
opened and read in court. The ver- 
dict was in effect that the testator, 
Frederick Fry, was not of sound mind 
when he made his last will and the 
instrument, of course, was declared 
void. The effect of this verdict would 
be to throw the estate into the pro- 
bate court for settlement, but the ex- 
ecutor and at the same time defend- 
ant in the suit, George Brouwer, and 
the contesting 'heirs got together and 
reached an agreement with the aid 
of the respective attorneys for the 
settlement of the estate without re 
sort to litigation. 
The decedent for- 


merly lived in Icwa, but came about 
twelve years ago back to Allen 
county to reside, making his homo 
with his brother-in-law, the father of 
George Brouwer, the defendant. Last 
June Mr. Fry became afflicted in such 
manner as to require the amputation 
of a part of one of his hands and his 
nephew, George Brouwer, brought 
him to the St. Joseph (hospital in this 
city. It was here the will was mads, 
Hon. J. M. Robinson drawing up the 
instrument. According to Mr. Brou- 
wer's statement the old gentleman, 
feeling he might not survive the op- 
eration, determined to make his will 
and' have all 
anxiety 
concern- 


ing- his property off his mind, 
and 
he 
disposed 
of it 
as 
he 


wanted it to go, the defendant and 
defendant's father always having 
been kind to him. 
When the de- 


cedent died and his will was read 
there was something of an upheaval, 
for the testator had cut off about 
twenty of his natural heirs without 
provision. There were overtures to 
compromise and the defendant de- 
clared he was ready to enter into some 
composition of the dispute without 
going to law, but the case did get into 
the courts with the result "that the 
testator has been declared of unsound 
mind at the time he made the will. 
The estate consists of something less 
than 32,000 cash and property 111 
Iowa of perhaps equal value* 
Mr. 


Brouwer resigned as executor of the 
estate as soon as the jury's verdict 
was known and a Mr. Fry was ap- 
pointed administrator.. It is under- 
stood the agreement reached by the 
heirs 'provides for payment of the 
costs of the late suit out of the es- 
tate and reimbursement of the de- 
fendant for certain expenses incurred.

man, daughter of Henry Ortman, the 
well known cigar manufacturer, was 
arrested r.nd locked up for -what ap- 
peared to be an attempt upon the 
life of her former suitor, "Chic" 
Stahl, the famous right fielder of the 
Boston American league bass ball 
team. Miss Ortman -had a revolver 
and it is believed that Stahl's alert- 
ness and activity 
alone prevented 


use of the 
weapon upon himself. 


The young lady spent the night in 
the police station. 


Monday m'orning Miss Ortman, 


Stahl and several witnesses -were'in 
the municipal court room, but Mr. 
Stahl refused to sign the affidavits 
prepared and in consequence Miss 
Ortman was discharged from custody 
without the formality of a prelimin- 
ary examination. As a matter of 
self-rprotection' Superintendent Gore- 
line then iiled an affil-iTit against 
Miss Ortman for carrying concealed 
weapons, but the warrant was not 
served. 


The young woman is a stenog- 


rapher, very well iknown and at pres- 
ent is in. the employ of the James 
Kennedy Lumber company, P. Ben- 
son, manager, with offices 'in. the Lau 
block. 
Stahl lias been paying- her 


some attention until recently, when 
he transferred 'his court to another 
person. 
Miss Ortman seemed very 


much aggrieved andproceededto seek 
revenge. 
Last Wednesday she pur- 


chased a revolver, as she says, for 
the avowed purpose of squaring ac- 
counts with her recreant suitor. 
Sunday afternoon she spent 
some 


time in Granneman's 'drug store, ex- 
pecting to see Sta-hl pass. After sup- 
per her vigils -were rewarded, when 
she saw heir* man, accompanied -by 
H. G. Humbrecht, jr., coming down 
straet. She stepped out and accosted 
Mm and the trio walked around on 
Wayne street to a point nearly oppo- 
site The Sentinel 
office, 
where a 


scuffle ensued. 
During the scuffle 


Stahl succeeded in taking a revolver 
from, the possession of Miss Ortman, 
and Superintendent Gorslihe coming 
along at that time, took the three 
into custody and escorted them to the 
police station. Stahl stated that the 
woman had threatened -him. and made 
an attempt to use the gun, and on 
that statement the girl was locked 
up, Stahl agreeing to appear in court 
thi s morning to ra ake the proper 
affidavits. 
He appeared1 much ex- 


cited and said that h« was in mortal 
dread of his life at flier hands and 
insisted on her being held for surety 
of the (peace -at any rate. After the 
excitement of the evening diedi away 
Stahl relented 
and this morning 


said that he had concluded to drop 
the matter 'and take 'his own chances 
without asking the protection of the 
law. There was no charge against 
the girl and she was allowed to de- 
part. After she had gone Superin- 
tendent Gorslins filed the affidavit 
'or carrying concealed weapons, so 
that in case Miss Ortman should ever 
become over-indignant and charge 
the city or its officers with false im- 
prisonment there would be a sub- 
stantial charge back of the arrest to 
ustify it.

ing at St. Joe is now the only obsta- 
cle in the way of throwing the But- 
ler road open to traffic.

soon as a settlement with the Balti- 
more and Ohio is effected, through 
passenger and freight trains will be 
routed via the new line.

It not only gives the 
city a direct connection by rail with 
Detroit, and through that city anoth- 
er route to Buffalo, New York, Bos- 
ton and other eastern cities, Taut it 
opens to Tort Wayne merchants and 
manufacturers a thickly settled and 
rich agricultural district heretofore 
inaccessible by rail to them.

"Fifteen thousand men will be an 


ample force in the islands before the 
close of the year. 
I was told this

"I -will explain to you how peace 


can be maintained 
in the islands 


We have organized a native constab- 
ulary. which is working efficiently 
Congress allows us to maintain ii con- 
stabulary of 5,000 men. 
They are 


under the command of Major Allen. 
who has already enlisted 2,500 men 
in this branch of the service. "When 
the force is fully organized the men 
will be distributed in the provinces, 
150 men to each province. The de- 
tachments 
of constables are com- 


manded by 
four officers, 
three of 


whom are retired volunteer officers 
and tbe other 
a native 
Filipino. 


When 
tbe constabulary is 
fully 


equipped it will be detailed in the 
field to clean out the Ladrones, who 
are intimidating the natives. These 
Filipino constables can be maintain- 
ed by the government at a cost of 
§250 each a year, while tbe soldiers 
in the islands cost Uncle Sam about 
$1,000 a bead. 


"I know that the Pacific coast peo- 


ple would like to see free trade in- 
stituted between this country and 
the islands," said the governor, "but 
I am sorry to say that I cannot see 
how it would work. 


"The civil government adopted °a 


tariff schedule 
-which is working 


well, but our internal revenue re- 
ceipts are not large. When yon tax 
a country too heavily you spoil it, 
and that is the situation in the Phil- 
ippines. 


"We have asked that tha Dingley 


tariff be reduced for the products of 
the island at least 50 per cent. We 
hope that congress will be as gener- 
ous to the Philippines as it was to 
Porto Rico. 
The reduction of the 


Dingley tariff will mean tbe opening 
up of a large market for tobacco and i 
sugar of the island as well as for I 
other products there.

the two women and a man who liad 
called to see Cooper, came in a car- 
riage.

Banks—had visited him in the base- 
ment earlier last night.
